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REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. . 


Gentlemen: I hereby beg leave to submit to you my 
twenty-ninth annual report on the Norfolk County Road Sys- 
tem. 


The estimates as submitted to and approved by the County 
Council at the 1945 May session were in the main part car- 
ried out.

Road No. 20 Gravelling cost 3849 18 
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The General Maintenance work on the County Road Sys- 
tem was carried on under Peter Bauslaugh and Walter Swick, 
County Road Foremen. The total cost of general maintenance 
was $43,249.62 plus $389.14 on County Bridges on Boundary 
Lines. Of this amount $12,551.92 was for snow removal — 
this amount was from Jan. 1, 1945, but the account for De- 
cember 1944, amounted to $3,166.80 making a total of $15,718.- 
72. This amount is three times as had been paid for any previ- 
ous winter since the Road System was inaugurated. 


I regret to report that the condition of our roadsides are 
not up to the standard they were some years:ago. A large 
amount of brush and scrub trees have grown up-in the ditches 
and on the roadsides due to lack of sufficient labour during - 
the war period. An effort will be made again to reduce this 
condition. During the past year $8,679.45 was spent in brush- 
ing, weed cutting and weed spraying. Approximately 90 miles 
was sprayed. The County now has 175 miles of black top 
roads. 1,000 tons of patch material was used in patching all 


small holes in the system, or approximately 6 tons to the mile. 


This, I consider very satisfactory. 


In 1943 the Department of Highways requested the 
County Council to submit to them a Post War Program for 
work on the County Road System. The Council appointed a 
special committee to investigate the conditions of the County 
Road System and to bring in a report for a post war program. 
The Committee brought in a report at the November session,, 
1943 and the same was adopted by the County Council and 
forwarded to the Department of Highways. 


In case your honourable body might consider proceeding 
with part of this program during the coming year, I have 
made a careful survey of the! whole of the County Road Sys- 
tem during the past few months and submit the following re- 
port on the various roads of the System. 


Road No. 1 Courtland, to the west boundary of the Township 
of Houghton. The mulch portion in the Village of. 
Courtland is narrow and in poor condition. Wést of 
Mabee Corners the surface is narrow and weak, the | 
mulch having been laid in 1931. . 
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Road No. 2 ‘From La Salette to Waterford. This road is in 
good condition with the exception of 3 miles east oi 
Windham Centre where there are still many cordur- 
oy logs to be removed, also a narrow bridge over 
the Waterford Pond. 


Road No. 3. Waterford to Nober. Two miles of this road be- 
tween Townsend Centre and Villa Nova is narrow, 
2 small bridges east and west of Villa Nova are nar- 
row, the bridge at Townsend Centre is also narrow. 
Some underdrainage west of Townsend Centre is 
required. 


Road No. 4 Mabee’s Corners to Provincial Highway No. 19. 
Grading was commenced during 1945, approximately 
one mile of gravel road in fair. pooaon, balance of 
road unimproved. 


Road No. 5 Town-line between Walsingham and Houghton 
from Road 7 to Road 9. Gravel road in poor condition, 
with the exception of 1 mile at north end where sta- 
bilization has been done. About 2 miles of regrading 
and some underdrainage is required at the south end 
of the road as well as two small bridges. 


Road No. 6 From Provincial Highway No. 6 to the east 
boundary of Woodhouse. Surface of this road is nar- 
row, stone base with surface treated with tar, re- 
quires widening, with three narrow structures. 


Road No. 7 From Simcoe westerly, passing through Wood- 
house, Charlotteville, North Walsingham and pass- 
ing southerly through Houghton to Houghton Cer- 
tre. With the exception of 2.25 miles in Charlotte- 
ville this road is in good condition from Simcoe to 
Fairground. One mile of stabilization south of Fair- 
ground laid in 1945, will require some attention this 
year. One small bridge south of Fairground is in bad 
condition, as is 2.5 miles of gravel peee north of 
Houghton Centre. 

Road No. 8 From Road No. 1 to Road No. 9, passing through 
S. Middleton, Langton and Walsingham Centre. Four 
miles of thas road, north and south of Langton, the 
grade surface is narrow; two corners at South Mid- 
dleton need improving, and some of the double sur- 
face treatments require strengthening with mulch.

of Houghton. This road consists of various types of 
tar roads and approximately 10 miles of gravel road.
